In ancient times, women’s choirs figured prominently in 


honoring kings, lamenting deaths, and narrating Greek tragedies. 


With the advent of early Christianity, women’s choirs were 
forced to take a back seat to all men’s choirs. The inequity 
persists: while tenor-bass choruses have a rich repertoire from 
which to choose, soprano-alto (also known as treble) choruses 
need to dig deeper to find the music that was historically written 
for them. In the past thirty years, composers have begun to ap- 
preciate the unique qualities of treble choruses, eliciting a new 
wave of compositions that eschew the traditional expectations 
for women’s choral music. We will explore some of the existing 
repertoire for treble choruses and develop an appreciation for 
this less-heard genre.
